«that the county would receive - 


no state money at ail for 
education in the school district 
and by the time it shouldered 
the full burden of education it 
wouid be losing money. 

Brown alse pointed out that 
they would not gain anything 
under an “ad vaiorem” type biii. 

Davis said his bill would run 
continously and would noi pe a 
two year bili as was the last 
increase on State land. He said 
there also may be a possibility 
that a cost escalation clause 
may be inciuded in an amended 
bill which would account for 
increases in inflation through 
the years. He said this was not 
decided on definitely yet since 
it may work against the bill in 
tne iong run if inflation in years 
to come was high. He said it 
may not be a good idea to be 
tied to a low escalation figure 
through future years if Costs 
increased rapidly. 

Under the new proposal the 
$2.40 per acre would be split 
four ways with 60 cents of each 
split going to the county, the 
township, the school system 
and the road commission. Un- 
der the bill school payments 
and state aid would come over 
and above the extra funds from 
the new increases in revenue 
Brown said the tegistation in- 
cluded an extra share for the 
road commissions since north- 
ern senators realize that road 
building repair and upkeep area 
Oriority item for northern areas. 

In Crawford County which 
has 154,508 acres of tax reverted 
land there would be an increase 
of revenue that would total 
$370,819.20. Split between the 
various groups this would mean 
$92.704.80 for each group. 

Davis frankly told the group 
that he did not expect the bill to 
be passed this year since there 
is at this time a great deal of 
legisiation to be dealt with 
before the end of the year. He 
did say that he thought it would 
stand an exceflent chanc of 
being passed in 1978 and said 
that even if it took all year to get 
through it would be retroactive 
for the year of 1978. 

Davis also spoke on other 
issues including: -the disposal 
of PBB infected milk and cattle. 
(See related story this issue.) 
-the issue of Jand-use-fegisla- 
tion which he said would not 
pass this year but would be 
passed eventually. He said he is 
opposed to such legislation and 
witl oppose it in the future. “I 
trust the elected afticials of 
each area tc legislate their areas 
as they see fit,” he said. 

-a petition drive to put a new 
type financing for education on 
the batlot in 1978. He said this 
would be a controversial item 
during the next year and would 
ultimately end up on the bailot. 
Davis said the issue could lead 
to a completely new system of 
financing schools.

-—To the Crawtord County Sheriff's Department for their first 
covert drug operation in this area. Although there is a great deal of 
justifiable debate concerning the validity of the drug laws, the fact 
remains that there are laws against the illegal use of drugs. The 
sheriff's department is charged with the enforcement of those [aws 
and they have done that 

- To Sheriff Curt Haas for the all-round job being done by his 
department in the many other areas beside drua problems. A letter 
in the Avalanche last week expressed the thanks of the family of an 
accident victim for the compassionate assistance given them by the 
sheriff. For this assistance a $1,000 donation was given for the use 
in construction of the anima! pound. Sheriff Haas is doing his job 
and doing it well. He always seems to turn up at every major 
accident or bad fire and seems to be on the spot whenever he is 
needed.

Certainly every little bit helps. Toc 
many of us take the easy way out by 
accepting what government has to 
offer, regardless of whether we need it 
or whether we think it’s right, simply 
because if we don’t take our share, 
someone else will get it.

The incineration option also 
is receiving strong support trom 
Senator Robert Davis who Mon- 
day introduced a bill which 
urges the state to begin the 
vlanning and construction of an 
incinerator to dispose of milk 
and cattle from this state. 

During a speech here in 
Grayling Friday night Davis said 
that since Oscoda County has 
been granted an injunction by 
the court thera ig mara than 
enough time to plan and build 
an incinerator which ts ade- 
quate to dispose of the ma- 
terials. 

Both Davis and his assistant 
Rod Brown have been very 
active in Oscoda during court 
hearings held there last week 
Friday night in Grayling Davis 
said. “Incineration is the only 
alternative and | will be intro- 
ducing sa ibis iqninatotinet en: 
Monday.” 

In a statement released fast 
week Davis aiso said. “My staff 
has determined through pre- 
liminary study that incineration 
is a definite possibility. When 
the DNR held their hearings in 
Oscoda County. they told the 
people the Jandfill plan was a 
sure thing, the

Davis went on to say that the 
state has ordered the different 
departments io get rid of the 
PBB problem in order to protect 
the health and well being of 
Michigan residents.

experiance he halieves the drug 
problem in the community may 
be as bad as the alcohol 
problems but it is much more 
submerged and does not get as 
much attention. 

“Because of the iNegality of 
many of the drugs involved even 
those thal may want help are 
very reluctant to come forward 
to us, their parents, friends or 
anyone else and ask for help. If 
there are people who are having 
difficulty with drugs then | 
would urge them to contact this 
office and we will try to assist 
them. Anyone who thinks that 
coming here will make us 
contact the police is very 
wrong. Anything that goes on in 
this office is completely conti- 
dential. There are state and 
federal laws which enforce this 
confidentiality as well as moral 
and ethical standards which 
also ensure that what goes on in 
treatment does not go beyond 
this office.” 

Macfarlane says there is lots 
of improper drug use going on 
in this county including the 
abuse of not only illegal but 
legal drugs as weil. “Kids and 
teen-agers get a lot of attention 
but | am sure that if most of the 
homes in the subdivisions of 
this communiiy were raided we 
would find a lot of marijuana in 


many of them. We arc a drug 


oriented society and this ap- 
plies to many adults as well. We 
have an idea in our society that 
people must never feel bad or 
depressed. Normal people nave 
ups and downs and that is a fact 
of life but we are conditioned 
and programmed to believe that 
feeling bad is unhealthy for us.” 

“There are as a result many 
people who take a sleeping pill 
at night to get their rest. a pep 
pill in the morning to counteract 
the sedative and then a tran- 
quilizer in the afternoon to help 
get through the day.” 

“Children grow up watching 
their parents take an endless 
chain of pills as well as using 
alcohol and cigarettes. Then 
their parents cannot understand 
why their children are using 
drugs.” 

“It must be a trightening 
thing for parents to find out that 
their children are using drugs 
but so much of this is a family 
related problem.” he said. 

Maciariane says thai many 
problems he encounters are 
abuse of Jegal drugs such as 
alcohol and pills for dieting or 
tranquilizers. He said there are 
many reported instances of 
adults travelling from county to 
county and seeing many differ- 
ent doctors in order to get a 
number of prescriptions for 
legal drugs which they are 
abusing by using high dosages. 

“Alcohol as well is a serious 
problem especially among the 
upper class of our saciety. 
Many people are drinking heav- 
ily but because of their position 
do not immediately develop 
problems. They are the ones 
who can really afford to drink 
since a daily bottle of liquor 
does not affect their budget as 
mMugn 43 it would hurt the 
income of alower class family,” 
he said. 

Macfarlane also pointed out 
that alcohol and drug abusers 
from the upper strata of society 
are not prosecuted as much as 
persons in the lower classes. 
“This is especially true of young 
women and upper class males. 
A prominent man found outside 
of a bar sitting drunk in a fancy 
car is not going to end up ina 
jail cell while a lower class male 
is pretty well guaranteed to be 
charged,” he said. 

Macfarlane says there have 
been some reports of heroin and 
other hard drugs in this county 
but he stressed that there was 
no evidence at all of there being 
any amount of these drugs in 
this area, nor were there any 
cases of addiction to hard 
drugs. 

“There may have been some 
experimental usage of drugs 
like heroin but there is no one 
hooked on it,” he said. The drug 
and alcohol counsellor also said 
that children are using drugs as 
young as t1-years-old and this 
is usually drugs they can find 
around the household which are 
medical prescriptions for par- 
ents or grandparents. He also 
said that many kids are using 
such drugs as well as other 
illicit drugs until they reach the 
age of 18 and then alcoho} 
becomes the main drug of their 
choice

Mary Rasmussen and two of 
her daughters and a friend from 
Lansing came up to visit her 
mother-in-law, Else Anderson, 
Sat., October Ist. on Else's 
birthday.
